A. The two entuing Confideraticns will fo clear 
the feeming difficulry, as that no Contrariery will ap- 
pear berween this Petition and that Precept in Str. 
Fames, Jet no Man fay, when he is tempted, J am 
tempted of God ; for God cannot be tempted, nei- 
temprteth he any Man. | 

1. God is faid in Scripture to Do That, which is 
the refult of his Permiffion ; as when David in2Sam, 
16. 10, fays of Shimei, who had curfed the Lord's 
anointed, the Lord hach faid unto him, curle Davide 
In the Petition then wedefire of God, that he woud 
not {uffer us to be led into Temptation or Sin. 

2. Temptation may import thofe dangerous Cir- 
cumftances, which may lead us into Sin; agreeably 
co1 Tim. 6.9. They which will be rich, fail into 
Temprarion and a Snare. In the Petition therefore 
we alfo beg of God, thar he wou'd nor place us, ei- 
ther generally in fuch a State ot Lile, or particularly 
in {uch cafual Circumftances, as will be the occafion 
of our falling, whom bur our felves can we impeach, 
fince at the fame time he gives us ability to ftand up: 
right. 

°Q. Why did our Saviour Chrift after effeEting the 
Cure commonly charge the Patient 10 tel no Man? 

A. Becaufe, as on another occafion he faid himfelf, 
he fought not his own Glory ; and might probably 
defign withal to fer us a Pattern of Humility. Be- 
caufe he wou'd not indulge the Multitude in that 
their darling Notion concerning the Meffiah, that he 
was to erect a Temporal Kingdom. And accord- 
ingly we read, that atrer the Miracle of the Loaves 
they wou'd have taken him by force, co make hima 
King. And laftly, becauf he wou'd not provoke 
the Malice of the Scribes aod Pharifes, who were 
offended at his Miracles. 

Q. What is an Idea> Do all our Ideas of fenjfible 
Objetts ( or only fome uf tiem ) exattly reprefent thofe 
Oijetts they ftand for ¢ If cut /ome of them, which 
are thofe ? 

A. Yo your firft, an Idea is the immediate Ob- 
ject of Thought. To the fecond, fome Ideas ex- 
actly reprefent their Objects ; of fome we are un- 
cecrain whether they do or not ; of fome we know, 
that they do not ; tome by daily advances in’ Learn- 
ing are continually reform’d toa nearer refemblance, 
and of fome we are affur'd that they will never pre- 
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fent us with the exact Images of the Things them 
felves. But of thofe Ideas, which Do, and of thote, 
whica do Not, exactly reprefent their Objects,ther 
is {© numerous a variety, thatthe refolution of your 
laft Queftion cannot be expected. But however, we 
will illuftrate their difference with a fingle inftance, 
In the fimple Idea of Colour ; the Vulgar and the 
Learned agree, and the Idea exactly correfponds 
with rhe Object. But when in the complex Idea, 
the Vulgar conceive of Colour as inhe:entr in the 
Object, thar Idea does no way correlpond with the 
thing it is the image of. But when the Learned in 
their complex Idea of Colour conceive of it no o- 
therwile, than as refulting trom the colour’d Body 
as the occafion of it only, that Idea is confentaneous 
io what jt is defign’d to reprefent. Bur it may not 
be perhaps improper to infhance in an Idea, which 
we know will never reprefent it’s Object, and there- 
fote we choofe the Idea of the magnitude of Bo- 
deis for the more minute Particles of Bodies 
refleé fo final! a quantity of Rays, that they can- 
not ftrike the Opuck Nerves with force enough to 

roduce an Idea. And therefore when we form the 
dea of a Body, as of fuch a particular Maguitude, 
that Idea muft neceflarily be falfe, becaufe it is the 
refemblance of but part of that, the whole of which 
it pretends to repreient. And tho’ we can {o far re- 
tify that Idea, as to look upon it asa Partial one, 
yet Reafon is incapable of {upplying that unavoid- 
able Defect. 

Q. Does the Sun go round the Earth, or the Earth 
round the Sunin 24 Hours 2 A Wager is fubmitted to 
your Decifion ?
